TRACY HAS RETURNED. 


Peoria’s Missing Banker Comes Back and 
Gives Ball on Six Warrants Charging Em- 
bezzlement—The Chaotic Condition of the 
Firm’s Books. 

Ponta, Il., July 18.—[Special.|—Harlan P. 
Tracy, the Elmwood banker, returned to that 
place last night in company with Deputy- 
Sheriff Wooten. The excitement in Elmwood 
is intense, but itis believed the counsels of 
the cool-headed will prevail and that Mr. Tracy 


will be proceeded against in a legal way only. 
This excitement was brought about by the re- 
port of the bank expert L. G. Tucker of Chf 


cago, who was engaged to go over the books 
of the collapsed bank by the assignees 
and a committee of the creditors, as 
there was a very prevalent impres- 
sion in Elmwood that the failure was 
not an honest one. It leaked out yesterday 
that this report would show a very serious 
shortage, for which there was no assignable 
reasca, and on Mr. Tracy’s return from the 
West yesterday morning be was confronted 
with six warrants, sworn out against bim by 
different parties. Bonds for $4,000 were given, 
and Mr. Tracy, in company with a deputy 
sheriff, visited this oity to consult his attorney. 
The examination on the charge of embezzie- 
ment has been fixed for next Thursday, by 
which time Tracy expects to be able to ex- 
plain the apparent discrepancy in the book 
accounts and the assets on hand. A public 
meeting was had in Eimwood last night to hear 
mr. Tucker’s report, at whieh this report was 
read. It goes into an analysis of the banking 
business of the Tracy Brothers for years back, 


and shows pumberiess instances ot careless | 


bookkeeping, and that no correct balance bad 
been taken fora long time. It shows that 
there was a balance of cash on band March 16 
of $4,500, and that only $367 bad been turned 
over to the assignees. The bills receivable 
have been reduced to the extent of $15,000, 
and there is nothing to show how it was done. 
The paper-mill account is overdrawn, and 
there is no accounting for this unless the labor 
and material were paid out of the bank and the 
proceeds of the paper sales otherwise used. 
‘There is no evidence that money was used for 
speculative purposes, amd the report shows 
that the bank was doing a good business and 
making money. The mecting unanimously 
voted that tae be empowered to pay 
the expenses of 1 
thus diviamg the expenses pro rata among 
the creditors. According to the report of 
Mr. Tucker the entire sbortage is $68,000. F. 
B. Tracy, Harian’s partuer, bas not yet re- 
turned, and is believed to be in Kansas. The 
additione! charges brought against Mr. Tracy 
created a good deal of stir in this city, where

Manager MecVicker to Learn Through the 
Courts Why Manager Locke of the 
American Opera Company Will Not 


as Heretofore Agreed Upon—How Man- 
ager McVicker Came to Lend Mr. Sey- 
mour Locke $3,500. 

There is an interesting bit of gossip afloat in 
musical and dramatic circles of the city that 
will, it is believed, soon receive a thorough air- 
ing in the courts. When the American opera 
was bere afew months ago Mr. Charies E. 
Locke, acting in his capacity as manager of 
the organization, made a contract with Mr. 
McVicker for the use of his house for the 
opera company iu November of this year and 
May of 1887. Recently Mr. McVicker learned, 
much to his surprise, that -the contract would 


all. He could find no excuse from a business 
pointof view, but an incident that occurred 
just before the company opened here in the 
spring suggested a possible explanation of the 
matter. 

Last April a young man representing bim 
self to de Mr. Seymour Locke, a brother of 
Charles E.—the manager of the company— 
called on Mr. MoVicker, and made arrange- 
ments for the season of last spring. Soon after 
introducing himself and explaining his busi- 
ness, after the theatre had been secnred. but 


Locke asked Mr. McVicker to advance him 


$2,000. Mr. Locke had no crédentijals of any 
kind and McVicker demurred somewhat, but 
finally advanced the amount requested. The 
next day, or the day after, so the story runs, 
Seymour Locke turned up again and wanted 
$1,500 more. This time Mr. McVicker was 
slower than before. He is said to have ex- 
plained to the gentieman that he really had no 
means of knowing that his visitor was what be 
represented himself to be, but that if he would 
bring to him from Mr. Fairbank or Mr. Pull- 
mana letter identitving bim he would be 
glad to furnish him the money. At this 
Mr. Locke is said to have taken offense. He 
said it would be very mortifying to bim to 
have to make this request of the gentlemen. 
It was suggested to him that he would have to 
be identified if be were to apply for money at 
a bank, and Mr. McVicker saw no particular 
reason why Mr. Locke should not be willing to 
do that much. Eveprtualiy Mr. Locke did go to 
one or the other of the gentiemen named and 
obtain credentials, and on these Mr. McVicker 
advanced the $1,500 he had asked for.

CONVEYED TO THE GRAVE, 


Funeral Services Over the Remains of the 
Late James Dacey—Scenes at His Broth- 
er's House—Interment at Calvary. 

The funeral of James Dacey, who was hanged 
at Woodstock Friday for the murder ot Ald. 
Gaynor, was beid at 10 o’clock yesterday from 
the residence of bis brother, Patrick Lacey, 
at No. 198 Division street.

The Rev. Father Clancy, who was with Dacey 
during his last hours, bad written to the pas- 
tor ot the Cathedral of tne Holy Name that the 
condemned man bad made his peace with God 
and was entitled to Christian burial, and upon 
that authority the clergyman had permitted 
the remains to be buried in Calvary Cemetery. 

After a short service at the church the 
funeral proceeded to Calvary, where the re- 
mains were buried. The body had deen re- 
moved to Patrick Daocey’s house Saturday 
night to cut off the great crowd from swarm- 
ing into the undertaFing shop at No. 354 D- 
vision street, where up to that time the coffin 
bad stood. A wake was held on the body dur- 
ing Saturday night. The funeral service would 
have been held in the body of the church had 
not bigb-mass service been in progress there.

July 9.—The Minister of the 
Government of this Republic has addressed a 
note to the Chief of the Mosquito 20ast terri- 
tory, in which be says that information has 
been received that the muuicipal council of, 
that territory is making concessions of 
land which are unauthorized, and that 
the same authority has given the 
privilege to extract India rubber and cut 
wood from places under the jurisdiction of 
Chontales. The Minister, acting according to 
instructions received, bas intimated that the 
Government of Nicaragua will not recognize 
such concessions, as they are beyond 
the legal limits. The Government will 
not recognize any claims for the lands 
ocoupied, but will take possession thereof and 
dispose Of them without admittmg any rigbt 
for remuneration for whatever buildmgs may 
be erected orestablished on them, reserving 
at all times the right to ciaim indemnity 
for rubber, wood, or other products which 
may have been taken trom Nicaraguan terri- 
tory.

THREE MEN INJURED BY THE COL- 
LAPSE OF A BUILDING. 


The Fall of a House in Roosevelt Street 
Creates Great Excitement—The Long 
Brauch Gambling-Houses Still Running 
in Defiante of Law—Mormon Converts 
from ry Iceland Held at Castle 
Garden—Doings of the Day Near the 
Big Bridge. 

New York, July 18.—([Special.|—A group of 
men standing undér the awning ih front of N. 
L. Sweezey’s Sons & Co.’s wholesale flour store 
at No. 126 Roosevelt street this evening heard 
a crash as of breaking timbers above their 
heads. They turned and looked up. The 
awning seemed to be tumbling down upon 
them. They made a frenzied dash for the 
street, but just as they were leaving the side 
walk the awumg and. wall came crashing 
down. A great cloud of dust filled the 
street. When the dust cleared away 
it was seen that about fifty. feet of 
‘the Rooseveit street side of the building had 
fallen outward. A policeman on thé South 
street corner sounded a fire alarm and an am- 
bulauce catl, and in afew minutes engine 12, 
hook and ladder No. 1, and two ambulances 
from the Chambers Street Hospital came dash-

hile tue fire-truck and ambulances were 
on their way down Roosevelt street persons 
who tad seen the fall of the wall began sSeafch- 
ing in the ruins. They found three 
men buriéd under a mass of i. ODrick, 
mortar, broken barrels, aud splinters 
of the awumg. The men were pulled 
out groanifig with pain and half-uncodscious. 

They were Richard Pugh, aged 45 Fears, u 

dock-laborer, of No. 196 South street; William

Upon their arrival the men of truck No. 1 
sét to work with a will to remove the débris. 
They began at the east end of the pile and 
work westward. It was apparent from 
the position of the pile that the buuld- 
ing hdd fallen from the roof to the 
top story Only. Beams, rafters, and 8 
lay mixed together in great coufusion. The 
truckmen hauled the beads out with weir 
fire-hooks. Im the course of an hour 
the inner edge of the sidewaik on 
the enst end of the pile bad deen 
no bodies had been found. 
The flremen then worked westward through 
the entire pile of rubbish on the sidewalk, but 
found no one. It was then made probable that 
no one bad been killed, as it was not believed 
that any person was inside the building at the 
time the wall fell. 

The building bas stood at the corner of 
South and Roosevelt streets for more than 
fifty years. It has a frottage of thirty feet on 
South street and éxtends west 100 feet on 
Roosevelt street. It is built of vrick and is 
five stories in bight. It was the rear bBalf of 
the building that fell.

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Let me venture upon an Illustration near at 
band—the Washington Park races. Among 
their patrons are leading citizens, people who 
stand bigh ir. society and tne churches and who 
exert much influence on public opinion. 
Young men look up to them as models of suc- 
cess. It is most important to get the right 
standpoint for seeing the true character and 
effect of these races. What is the standpoint 
of their patrons? Is it good morals, or the 
encouragement of asuperior ine of horses, 
or mere erate fun and excitement? 
Will these races prepare their patrons to en- 
joy the serene lite of Heaven, or would the 
absence of race-horses make their future 
world seem to have a touch of tHe he!l-of dull- 
ness? To ascertain their relative moral quali- 
ty, I com these sports with the base-ball 
games of the National League. At a loss of 
many thousands of dollars the learue not only 
prohibits Sunday games and the sale of intoxi- 
cants on its grounds, but it also exciudes from 
them poo and other forms of public 
betting. With a sense of shame I perceive that 
Wasbington Park, notwithstanding the social 
Standing ot many of its patrons, occupies a 
lower moral standpoint, for it derives a very 
large revenue by openly selling the right to 
gambie. It encourages for money what will 
not be permitted now even in New Jersey. I 
see that the newspapers are congratulating 
themselves that it is thus attracting a certain 
sort of enterprise to our newcity. It dis- 
courages me to ask what kindof characters 
this sort of enterprise is bringing with it. I 
observe that people, whose moral standpoint 
isnot sohigh as to be dangerously prudish, 
have begun to question whether those who 
are known to be vile are kept away§from this 
race-track that claims such respectability. It 
is a Very significant commentary on the moral 
horizon of this racing business chat 
it is at present languishmg in the 
East, because there the law bas made 
gambling difficult, and that influential members 
of the Washingio» Park Club, who pay tribute 
to the moral sentiment of the community, 
however, by withholding their names irom 
publication, say. forsooth, that they. cannot 
sufficiently encourage the breeders of fine 
borses unless they sell the right to gambie. It 
is an interesting mess as it stands. What foliy 
some men will commit for the sake of the un- 
conscious horse. Taking more pains with his 
pedigree than with that of human bemgs! 
They agree with the Bedouins, who would 
rather bave fine horses with bad men than av- 
erage horses with good men. Itis difficult to 
account for tastes. Is gambling wrong or not? 
If it is wrong in some places, is it rigat in oth- 
ers? Sbould a social club discipline or expel 
members for gambling when a racing club en- 
courages them init? Is the professional gam- 
bler disreputable and the amateur gambler re- 
spectable? I say that gambimg is always wrong 
and therefore always contnmptibie. 

Let us see the true standpoint. (1) Gambling 
is acrime against law—not some gambling, but 
all gambiing. In America, where law is the 
voice of the people, this is one of the greatest 
of wrongs, especially in the leaders of public 
opinion. Even the most respectabie patrons 
of gambling render themselves liable to the 
police; and if the police did their duty these 
patrons of gambling would stand before the 
bar of the Police Court. (2) Gambling is a dis- 
honest depredation on society. It contravenes 
every fundamental law of property, for it 
gives no quid pro quo, no equiva 
lent for what it gete, it seeks 
to get somethmg for nothing. Legitimate 
dealing with money contemplate advantage 
to both parties to a transaction, but gambling 
secures neither the production of values nor 
an exchange of values; it contemplates unde- 
served advantage to one and utter loss to the 
other. It gives no consideration. it isa first 
cousin to theft. It bears the same relation to 
stealing that duelmg bears to assasination. 
(3) Gambling is an appeal, not to reason or 
common sense, but to selfish passion. Selfisb- 
ness, the top-root of sin, feeds it. Passion, the 
top- root of temptation, waters it. Necessarily, 
therefore, it leads vo depraved associations. 
It stimulates idleness; it units one for the du- 
ties of legitimate business; it destroys enjoy- 
ment of simple and natura! pleasures. It 
superind moral disease. It stimulates un- 
healthy citement. It often leads poor men 
to steal in order to gratify their mania. As is 
well known, it bas been the ruin of innumera- 
die clerks. If} then, gambling is a crime, a 
vice, and a sin, all at once, what a wmiserabie 
moral standpoint its patrons must occupy. IK 
it is illegal, and dishonest, and sinful, it must 
be very stupid. Its patrons may have eyes, 
but they do not see. Being down in a bole, 
they naturally dave a iow standpoint and a 
limited borizon. 

I bad intended to say something finally of our 
religious or spiritual horizon. wach should be 
the largest and clearest of all. That also 
waite upon our standpoint. Can you see God? 

Obrist? Can 
you of the 
eternal world? That depends upon where 
you stand. To look so grest a distance, 
one must not be in a valley of sin, Dut upon 
some high mountof vision and transfguration. 
Do you scan the bints of Godin the natural 
world, in the outlines of human bistory, in the 
records of conscience, in the religious aspira- 
tions of tne beart? Then surely you must ob- 
serve plain intimations of wisdom, power, 
goodness, and saving grace of God. Do you 
contemplate the career, and character, and in- 
fluence of Christ, bis epoch-making transfor- 
mations ot world history and individual life? 
Have you noticed bow caste, tyranny, lawies- 
ness, cruelty, impurity—in a- word. sins—grad- 
ualiy disappear from His pathway? Then 
surely your horizon has widened sufficiently to 
make room for Christian iaith. You can hope 
fer resurrection, immortality, vindication, 
glory. with Him. But if you are steeping your 
eyes and your heart in sin: t you are letting 
yourself become absorbed in business, society, 
ambition, or any similar low-view point, do not 
wonder fi you see little or notum of Jesus 
Christ. God invited Moses to Sinai to meet 
Him. Christ invites us to the summit of Cal- 
vary to see Him. Come up higher, where 
Chorist waits to be observed and understood; 
then we can use our eyes to our eternal ben- 


efit. a

What 
more bitter comment could be given on infi- 
delity than the argument of these philosophers 
that self-destruction was not ouly justifiable 
but commendable.

Duty requires us 
to calmly await the summons. Suicide 
robs the soul of the only medium connecting 
with glorious immortality—the body. The 
speaker quoted cases of great men, such as 
Hugb Miller. who had committed suicide when 
there was a great future open to them, argu- 
ing that suicide was a triumph of the powers 
of Satan over divinely-inspired intellects. He 
referred to men who bad tried or intended to 
commit suicide yet lived afterwards to ad- 
vance civilization to the glory of God. 

What was the remedy for suicide? An intel- 
ligent Christian experience was the cure for 
all human difficulties. _ Suicide, like ali 
other evils. might continue while man 
existed. Palliative remedies might be 
advoca The law could do a 
good deal. We ‘need anti-suicidal legislation. 
A change of occupation or of recreation 
might be a good means tocure suicidal tenden- 
cies. He condemned the practice of wearing 
mourvting, or anything that was a reminder of 
loss. When he died he wanted the sbutters 
open, and no or mourning in the re- 
membrances of his friends. He thought the 
lack of real home life had a tendenvy to io- 
crease the suicidal record. Boarding- 
bouses could never take the place 
of homes. There should be a _ great 
purpose in every person's lite. 
should keep an object before bim. 
needed was the inspiration of immortality. 
Christianity furnishes the only real check 
against suicide. It teaches a care of the body. 
No rational Christian could ever be a suicide. 
The best antidote to despair—tne only antidote 
—was the Christian religion.

John Daly's Club-House and the People 
Who Go There—Betting on the Races— 
A Belle and Her Pet Dogs in the Sarf— 
The Scarcity of Men—Flirting on the 
Beach—One Place Where Lawn Tennis 
Played Out. 3 
From an iliustrated article on Long Branch 
in the New York Sun: Oc Ocean avenue, 
in its busiest part, is John Daly's cilub- 
bouse, a very popular establishment, and 
back of the Ocean House the pretty 
cottage that the late Charley Ransom used to 
run is now enjoring a lively popularity under 
the management of some Western bankers. 


Among the faces encountered there that are 
familiar to those who kaow the green-cloth 
fraternity are those of Messrs. Bullard, Hau- 
lenbeck, Whitcomb, Haggerty, and others.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The advent of the summer season has not 
brought the dullness in trade that generally 
accompanies it. ‘The street markets of this 
city are quiet because of an extensive exodus 
of families to the summer-resorts in search 
of cool weather, which would have needed 
no seeking had they remained at nome. 
Otherwise business is good. The relations 
of wholesale merchants with the country 
are satisfactory, as they are filling a full 
line of orders for goods and find collections 
as prompt as in the best of former years at 
this date. The belief that prices of mer- 
chandise tend upwards, and are likely to con- 
tinue to do 60, is stimulating a good demand 
by consumers, and perhaps never before was 
there a greater vold to be filled in order to. 
bring buyers up to a condition of sufficient 
supply than now. They have held off for 
nearly three years, taking only on the hand 
to mouth plan and making the old answer as 
far as possible, till there is now a general 
exhaustion of clothing, furniture, and imple- 
ments, all of which have to be replaced on a 
large scale. And there need be no doubt of 
the ability to do this. The farming commu- 
nity is well off, having paid the debts that 
were contracted during the brief period of 
so-called prosperity which culminated not far 
from five years ago. At may seem paradox- 
ical, but is none the less true, that the aver- 
age man, both in city and country, but espe 
cially the latter, runs into debt on the top and 
pays off or fails during the season of shrink- 
age that follows it. 

The produce markets have been much ex- 
cited by fears of partial crop failure, owing 
to the unusual drouth, particularly in corn, 
spring wheat, and oats. Prices have ad- 
yanced rather sharply in consequence, and 
provisions have sympathized with the up- 
ward movement under an active demand for 
consumption in the Southern States and in 
Europe. Wool is firm and active, the spec- 
ulaters buying more and paying better prices 
than the manufacturers dare to do, though 
they have plenty of orders for fabrics. The 
cotton milis are active, with orders in many 
cases that extend fully six months ahead, 
while. iron and hardware, etc., are ad- 
vuneing under a strong demand. in lum- 
ber and other bullding materials a decided 
improvement is noticeable, a fact which is 
reflected in the busy tone of the architects’ 
offices in marked contrast to the dullness 
that pervaded them a few weeks ago. Coal 
is flat, but principally because the large buy- 
ers are holding off as long as possible, hay- 
ing made the discovery that during each of 
the three last years the earliest buyers paid 
the most for the goods. But the consump- 
tion of coal is on the increase nevertheless, 
and the steel-rail mills are busy enough to 
enable them to insist on higher prices in 
spite of the report that the combination be- 
tween the manufacturers of England, Ger- 
many, and Belgium has practically gone to 
pleces, with no hope of being renewed. Or- 
ders were received during the week for 25,000 
tons at about $1 advance and another order. 
for 25,000 tons for export is on the market. 

Money is still quoted easy at former 
rates, but there is very little idle capital 
here, and the New York banks have loaned 
out so closely that it is believed only two of 
them hold any funds in excess of the legal 
reserve. There is every indication that 
money Will be much stronger within a few 
weeks, when the fall movement of the crops 
sets in fairly, while the National-bank note 
circulation is slowly decreasing with the re- 
tiring of the bonds on which it is based. The 
outflow of gold to Europe has ceased, and it 
is considered probable there will soon be a 
return tide to pay for stocks bought in Wall 
street as well as for larger supplies of grain 
and provisions. The Londoners have been the 
best customers for American securities during 
last week, absorbing much of that offered by 
parties here who feared that partial crop 
failure would materially reduce the earnings 
of our railroads. Apparently the English 
people do not take much stock in the reports 
of poor crop outlook on this side of the 
Atlantic, taking their cue mostly from the 
New York men who are consistent bears on 
produce. The recent attempts to patch up a 
peace between the warring lines in the West 
are not regarded with so much confidence 
here as abroad. A good many people here 
incline to the® opinion that the era of low 
rates for transportation by rail: has come to 
stay, the competition among carriers being 
so close now as to render it impossible to 
preserve or restore the old pooling arrange- 
ments over any but a small percentage of 
our railroad area. 

The chief element of danger to the West 
for the next twelve months lies in the critical 
condition of the corn crop. It needs rain 
very badly. The entire corn belt of the 
country is very dry, and it is not stretching 
the truth to say that the yield will be a poor 
one unless there be a speedy change for the 
better in the weather conditions, Our wheat 
market makes much the biggest noise in the 
world, but corn and hay are the two great 
essentials to prosperity in the West, and if 
they turn out poorly all the rest cannot es- 
tablish a good average. Corn and hay are 
the grund bases of our stock-feeding inter- 
ests, and their importance in the total may 
be inferred from the following brief presenta- 
tion of the facts 86 far as they pertain to the 
trude and commerce of Chicago: The value 
of the live stock is Tully half that of all the 
farm and ranch produce that is received here 
each year, and the corn that comes in the 
berry” makes up nearly half the remainder, 
while the beef and pork products turned out 
by our packs houses constitute approx. 
imately one-quarter of the value of the an- 
nual products of our manufacturing indtis- 
tries. i ae 


JUVENILE REFORMATION. 

Judge Prendergast’s paper before the Con- 
ference of Charities and Correction at St. Paul 
is an important contribution to the literature 
of juvenile reformation. The Judae is a 
leading layman of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and of course expresses the views of 
that great communion on the subject. He 
insists that religious training should be the 
basis of reformation. He believes that 


man's moral training commences with re- 


ligious training,” and that mere can be ho 
religious training without positive instruo- 
tions on principles and ‘‘ subjects.” 
His ideas as to juvenile reformation, as far as 
tan be gathered from his paper, are that the | 


churches should attend to their own juvenile 
unfortumates. This may be all right as far 
as it concerns the churches individually, and 
from a non-sectarian standpoint. But the 
difficulty arises when tlie State is asked to 
endow sectarian reformatories. The State 
cannot justly recognize any religion. It can- 
not properly contribute to the support of re- 
formatories or other institutions conduct- 
ed on a sectarian basis. This is con- 
trary to the principles wisely em- 
bodied in the Constitution of the United 
States. ‘The State, however, has contributed 
to industrial. institutions to which the relig- 
ious bodies contribute the religious instruc- 
thon. And this is what Prendergast is alm- 
ing at. This is the case in the boys’ refor 
atory at Feehanville, near Chicago. 
mates of that institution are instru 
ligious principles at the expense of 
olic Church. The State contributes part of 
the material support—charity makes up the 
rest. The industrial department of the 
House of the Good Shephepd is conducted on 
the same principle. Judgé Prendergast, who 
has been observant of me experiment in Lili- 
nois, advocates its extension all over the 
country. It has beén practiced in Canada in 
the provinces of Quebec and Ontario, where 
religious prejudices are more pronounced 
than at this side of the border, but where the 
Roman Catholic population is also propor 
, r. 

Regard for the feelings and prejudices. of 

parents and relatives, even though they, are 
r and unfortunate, is commendable. But 
ney should not be cultivated at the expense 


ot the State. Toleration of them is now re- 


garded as praiseworthy, but propagation of 
them is another matter. The extension of 
the Cook County system, which Judge Pren- 
dergast advocates, can go on without danger 
80 long as the State is rot asked to pay for 
it, and cannot fall to be productive of good 
when private enterprise supports it. But we 
don’t care to see the State meddle with any 
scheme of sectarian charity. 


THE WATER-OFFICE INVESTIGATION. 

The special committee appointed to investi- 
gate the management of the Water Office has 
reported: 

1. That extra help has been pepe to do 
night x work when no 1 existed for it 

That certain employés have been permitted 
to waste their time during hours when they should 
have been at work. 

8 That favoritism to certain employés is shown, 
to the ee of the service. 

4. That the Superintendent of the Water De- 
partment — exercised the authority of granting 
rebates without authority. 

5. That the books kept by the Assessor of the 
Water Department are at Variance with those of 
the Collector of that department, when they should 
agree if properly kept. 

An effort has been made to belittle this re- 
port because it is signed by Ald. Hildreth. 
But Ald; Landon, one of the reputable mem- 
bers of the Council, has also signed it. He 
has listened to all the testimony, and he 
would not lightly lend his authority to the 
serious charges made if he did not believe 
they had a foundation in fact. It is signifi- 
cant that the only other member of the com- 
mittee who listened to the evidence, Ald. 
Tiedemann, refuses to contradict the state- 
ments made by Landon and Hildreth, though 
he is known te be personally friendly to the 
officer charged with dereliction. He refused 
to sign the report because of certain phrases 
contained in it, which, however, did not 
materially affect the finding. 

Nobody holds Mr. Tiedemann’s friend 
Hand responsible for the mismanagement of 
the Water-Office. He has not control there. 
He is merely a subordinate. The Mayor 
controls all the departments and he is re- 
sponsible. He is directly chargeable with 
waste of the public money to pay for need- 
less extra help, with the waste of time by 
clerks, the favoritism shown, and the un- 
authorized rebates. Ile has accepted the re- 
sponsibility publicly. Mr. Hand is not the 
indicted party therefore. Mr. Harrison is 
on trial. It is for him to make defense. 


POWDERLY AND THE MILITIA. 

The address which Master Workman Pow- 
derly recently made to the Eastern Green- 
Glass Bottle-Blowers’ Association at Atlantic 
City is not creditable to the good sense which 
that gentleman has usually exhibited in his 
advice to workingaien. More than this, it 
evinces that since he has abandoned the work 
of labor reform and turned his attention to 
politics he has blossomed out as a dangerous 
demagog. Neither the hot-headed Martin 
lrons nor the Anarchist Spies has preached a 
more incendiary doctrine than is contained in 
the following extract from the address in 


> question, which refers to the recent reception 


of a militia regiment:

This is the language of an arrant dema- 
gog. - Worse than this, it is the seditious 
doctrine which has been preached by Spies, 
Parsons, and Fielden, and in giving utterance 
to it he has placed himself upon their level. 
If this is his real belief, he is as much an 
enémy of the law and of the Government of 
the country as they. But it cannot be his 
belief. He knows that the militia are not a 
barrier between labor and capital, that they 
are not a ménace to laborers demanding their 
rights without violence, and that they have 
never prevented labor from obtaining its 
rights. He knows that in no case since the 
labor troubles began have the militia been 
called out to resist a lawful demand of the 
workingmen. On the other hand, as in Chi- 
cago, they were not called out when the law 
was trampled upon, when it was known to 
the authorities that a conspiracy to burn, 
pillage, and murder had been planned, and 
when dynamite was hurled into the ranks of 
the police force with deadly effect. At East 
St. Louis the militia were not called out un- 
til the work of murder and destruction had 
commenced and the law was openly defied.

It Ie the Subject of Consideration in the 
Conference of Charities and Cdérrec- 
tions—Some Valuable Suggestions Made 
as to the Conduct of Reformatories.

STREET POLICY OF THE TREASURY, 


Want of Confidence Voted by Four-Fifths of 
the Democratic House—The Senate 
Thought to Be Likely to Pass the Reso- 
lution—The President and Secretary of 
the Treasury in a Quandary—Condition 
of the Coin Reserves in the Treasury.

rison’s resolution yesterday was a surprise 

even to him and it has been much taiked about 
today, the fact that the members from the Re- 
publican States ia the West and those of the 

Democratic States South voted bodily und 

without distinction of parties for the resolu- 

remarkable feature of the vote. 

Mr. Belmont, in opposing the Morrison reséo- 


} lution, catied attention to the fact that it was 


ot the same character as one introduced in the 
Senate in 1882 by Mr. Plumb, Republican Sen- 
ator from Kansas. That is true, but it must 
be added that Senator Piumb’s resolution was 
less sweeping than that of Mr. Morrison. It 
distinctly guarded the greenback redemption 
fund of $100,000,000, while Mr. Morrison's res- 
olution distinctly attacks and impairs it. The 
fact that it does so was seen in the House, and 
Mr. McKinley and Mr. Hiscock offered amend- 
ments intended to guard against this, but both 
were opposed by Mr. Morrison and voted down. 

Senator Plumb’s measure in 1882 was ia these 
words:

Against this Plumb amendment Senators 
Bayard, Sherman, Mornmil and others spoke, 
and in the end, and after long discussion, it 
was defeated in the Senate, the vote standing 
25 to 27. Those who voted for it were all 
Western and Southern Senators— Messrs. Beck, 
Call, Camden, Cockrell, Coke, Fair, Garland 
(the present Attorney General), George, Har- 
ris, Jackson, Johnston, Jonas, Maxey, Morgan, 
Pendleton, Pugh, Ransom, Slater, Vest, Voor 
hees, and Walker, Democrats, and Messrs. 
Davis of Illinois, Ingalls, Plumb, and Teller, 
Republicans. 

Those who voted against and defeated the 
Plumb proposition were for the most part 
Eastern men. Messrs. Bayard and McPherson 
were the only Eastern Democrats who voted 
against it. Mr. Jones of Florida and Mr. Ma- 
hone of Virginia, Southern Democrats, also 
voted against it. The remainder of the twen- 
ty-seven were Eastern Republicans, with the 
exception of Senators Cameron of Wisconsin, 
Conger, Harrison, Hill of Colorado, Logan, 
Sawyer, and Windom, Western men. 

Thus, on the Plumb proposition four years 
ago, as on this of Mr. Morrison yesterday, the 
West and South substantially joined hands 
against the Rast, though the vote on the Mor- 
rison proposition shows a smaller Republican 
opposition in the West than existed in the 
Senate in 1882. 

Republican members of the House who have 


been in copsaitation with Senators today say 


that they believe the Senate will pass the Mor- 
rison resolution. Their idea seems to be that 
the House having adopted it by so very large 
majority, and of both parties, Western Repub- 


lican Senators’ do not feel incliied to oppose .

Whether the President will veto it remains 
to be seen.

ury management has been remarkably and 
conspicuously skillful and successful in every 
way. Under the wise rule of Sedretary Man- 
ning, not only was the Treasury very greatly 
strengthened, but, at the same time, while its 
efficiency in all its branches was increased,

Kaiser Wilhelm Visits Augsburg. 

Avassuad, Juiy 18.—[Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. I— The imperial train 
with the Kaiser and suite arrived at Auge 
burg station exactiy at 1:30 this evening, 
amid tremendous cheers, “* Hochs! and Hus 
uns!“ The Kaiser, who Wore a plain biack 
frock coat, silk dat of the latest 
fashion, ana gray trousers, stepped briskly 
to the platform. His Majesty looked in spilen- 
did bealti, hie face bronzed by the sun, his 
eye quick and penetrating. He smiled pieas- 
antiy as be raised his bat in response to the 
thundering cheers on all sides. Prince Fugger, 
a benévolent-lookimg man with curly blonde 
bair, the bead of the renowned Fugger familys, 
mae with the Burgomeister of Augeburg, 
Stepped forward and received the Emperor, 
who in an instant got into a close 
State Carriage with four black horses, 
two postilions, and an outrider, and, followed 
by Counts von Lebndorff and Von der Goltz, 
drove rapidly to the Hotel “Drei Mohren.“ 
A hundred thousand people from all parts of 
Bavaria bare been today rivaling each 
other in eager enthusiasm to welcome 
Kaiser Wilheim on this his first visit to Augs- 
burg since his proclamation as Emperor 
The roads leading to the city for miles and 
miles dave been biocked with peasants iu 
brignt-colored national costumes—the men 
in high boots, „ and short jackets 
with double rows silver buttons, and 
black felt hate; the women wearm red silk 
aprons embroidered with green and yellow 


flowers and huge brass ornaments on the bead |

glimpse of the aged monareb. All the streets and 

lanes are decorated with hundreds of blue-and-

The walis 
are covered with evergreen, and wreaths, and 
i I favorit flowers. 
Une o the Fug is resplendent with 
a perfect blass wy electric lamps, arranged to 
Hash through Maximilian strasse the iuscrip- 
tion Heil, Uneer Kaiser,” beneath oak 
leaves with the names Sedan, Metz, Paris, and 
Versailles. The reserved apartments in which 
the Kaiser will pass the night are on the 
ground floor of the hotel. Drei Mohren, 
next to the Fugger Palace, and are arranged 
with a magnificence worthy of Augsburg’s 
former giorious days. 

The nobility residing in the neighborbood 
have contributed curios for the decoration of 
the imperial apartments. In the reseption- 
room, in the style of the sixteenth century, 
are the same chairs, table, and clock

WRECK OF THE SCHOONER COASTER 
NEAR OfICAGO. 


She Waterlogged in Mid-Lake and Was 
Abandoned by Her Crew, Who Reached 
Chicago in an Open Boat After Pulling 
Twenty Miles Through a Heavy Sea— 
Indications of .Another Wreck—The 
Schooner Johnson Presented to the Per- 

Capt. Jacodéun and the crew of the schr 

Coaster arrived here in a yaw! yesterday morn- 

ing, after a twenty miles’ pull through a heavy 

sea, and reported having abandoned their vee- 
sel in midlake. The Coaster left Muskegon 
with a cargo of elas early Saturday worning. 

Shortly after leaving port the wind began to 

blow hard from the northeast, and the vessel 

sprung a leak, All hands were ordered to the 
pumps, but the water gained on them steadi 

It was thought that by throwing the de 

load overboard the vessel would lighten up 

sufficiently to * the crew to work 
ber into port. was done, but 
the water poured ittto her hold and 
she became so unwieldy that Capt. Jacobson 
was afraid she would roll over and drow’ ali 
hands. When twenty miles northeast of Chi- 
cago he decided to abandon the vessel and 
make an effort to reach the land in the smali 
boat, The pull was a long one and full of 
peril, but there wos more danger in remaining 
aboard of awateriogged vessel. The boat was 
launched and at 4 o'clock in the afternoon the 

wreck was abandoned. Fourteen hours later 
they reached Ohicago. Soon after bis arrival 

Capt Jacobson learned that the Coaster, which 

had been left with ber foresail and jibs set, 

bad been driven ashore six miles north of the 
harbor piers. — went up to her during the 
afternoon and finding that she was in bad 
shape decided to strip the vessel and abandon 
her forever. The Coaster was a small vessel 
of less than 100 tons and was built in 1867. 
There was no insurance on her.

That was Zachariah Chandler's last speech in 
the Senate. Not a long one—but a great 
speech. While they are indeed honest, brave 
words, readily understood, direct, and to the 
point, yet from their reading one gets little 
idea of their force as they were uttered in the 
white beat of that great debate of that early 
morning. 

The man stood there in his place—al! there— 
every part of his being, body and soul. His six 
feet and two inches of staiwart person con- 
fronted the Senate with its utmost night. His 
eagie eye never before bad flashed with such 
defiant independence. Never had his lips trem- 
bled with such an accumulated scorn for trea- 
son. The patriotic fre which was biazing in 
his heart shone in every line of bis face and 
commanded bis strong voice to its fullest pow- 
er, till distant corridors gave back their echo. 
Yet be spoke in slow and measured periods, 
which made bis speech all the more impressive.

TEACHERS IN GEORGIA,

tus bad failed to distinguish bimself during 
his scholastic career, yet those who knew bim 
believed in bim almost as much as he believed 
in bimeeif.

Augustus was natu elated by big auccess, 
though the naive vu ot Miss Arabeila 
rather distressed him. But she seemed a good, 
bonest sort of giri—not beautiful certainly, yet 
fairly presentabie.

BRISTLING BUSINESS, 


In Which the American Hog Is Inferior— 
Interesting Statis:ics Concerning an Inter- 
esting Trade. 

Boston Commercial Bulletin: While the Amer- 
ican hog can produce more and better meat 
than the pauper-labor bogs of Europe, he can- 
not compete with the latter animal in the pro- 
duction of bristles. The American bog is 
grown for bis meat and is confined in a pen 
and scientifically fatted up. A jong course 


of breeding for this purpose bas caused 


the American’ bog to grow fat mainiy 
and to negiect the growth of  bristies. 
The European bog, on the contrary, or more 
particularly the German and Russian hog, is 
not confined in a pen and fed for fatness, but 
either roams round through the streets of the 
villages, seeking what he can devour, or in 
large droves through the fields and forests, 
feeding on nuts and roots under the care of 
swineherds. The German, Polish, and Rus- 
sian hog has thus plenty of exercise and is 
thin and muscular. These hogs are almost 
entirely without fat and are not killed when 
young as here. Their bristies grow jong, stiff 
and elastic, and of good color. The American 
bristles are soft, have a tendeney to become 
kinky, and very few areover four inches in 
length, and 75 per cent are not over two and 
three-quarters inches. Eighty-five per cent of 
them are gray, the most undesirable color, the 
other 15 percent being white. German and 
Russian bristles run from four to seven inches 
in length, and some of the latter run up to 
fourteen inches. The largest bristles are not 
by any means the best. Excellent leustus are 
five to six and a halt inches, and the value of a 
bristle depends as much upon its color and 
elasticity as upon its length. The German 
and Russian’ are of the following colors, 
placing them in the order of their value: 
white, yellow, black, and gray. The French 
bristles are the best for fine varnish and artis 
tic brushes. They are usually only three or 
four inches in lengtb, but are the whitest and 
best dressed of all the bristles. They are im- 
ported in a dressed state and not rough as are 
the German and Russian. The weil-dressed 
French bristies are usually as white as chalk, 
with very soft ends, and are strong and elas- 
tic, epringing up under the touch no matter 
how thickly charged with color. They are 
used in the finest brush tools, embracing var- 


| nish brushes, fresco brusbes, the best sash 


brushes, the best quality of shaving brushes, 
and the largest brushes used by artists are 
made of them. Hair and toilet brushes are 
also made from them. 

St, Petersburg, Russia, and Leipsic, Ger- 
many, are the great bristie markets of the 
world, the former being the larger. The Eu- 
glieh get most of their bristles from St. Peters- 
burg, Where only Russian bristies are solid. 
The Americans get most of theirs from Leipsic, 
where both German and Russian are sold, 
though the buik is Russian. The Russian 
bristles sold in Leipsic include those obtained 
from Poland. ristles are pulled out of 
the hogs and brought to market. They are 
brought principally in the spring of the year, 
the Easter fairs deu the time when most of 
them are brought to market and disposed 
of. The bristies are dirty, and there is 
a shrinkage of 15 to 25 per cent in weight to 
the consumer after they bave been b- 
ly washed ana cleaned. Russian and German 
bristles are packed in casks, the quantity 
ranging from 250 to 500 pounds, the not 
being of the same capacity. Gen a cask 
contains bristles of val lengta, but many 
times of different quality and color. Each 
quality and color is put up in a separate bun- 
die and brush manufacturers sort them out. 
These German, Polish. and the Russian bristles 
gold in Germany run very irreguiar and require 
the greatest caution and best judgment in buy- 
ing. They are in a great variety of colors and 
qualities. 


SUNDAY SHAVING, 


Grounds on Which Justice Emmons Decides 
It Unlawful. 

Josiah P. Carle, a barber at No. 18 Maverick 
Square, East Boston, has been convicted of 
keeping his shop open on the Lord’s day, and 
also for doing business on the Lord's day. 
Justice Emmons of the East Boston District 
Court, in fining the defendant $1 without costs 
on the first oharge and $1 and costs on the 


other, made an elaborate argument, and, 
among othor things, said: “From the 
decision of the Justice of the Supreme 
Court it follows that the statute  of- 
fense is keeping open a shop, ware 
bouse, Or workbouse, not from necessity or 
charity, and, therefore, both complaints turn 
upon the meaning of the words necessity or 
charity, or, to be more precise, upon the word 
necessity. Acting upon the decisions rendered 
in previous cases of a similar cbaracter which 
permitted the transaction of menial work upon 
the Lord’s day, and which acknowledge such 
work to be practically necessary to the safety 
of or accommodation of a peopie, some of the 
lower courts have decided that shaving and cut- 
ting hair Sunday were morally fit and proper, 
and, therefore, were works of necessity within 
the meaning of the statute. Un the other band, 
the courts have frequently ruled that the 
removal of seaweed from the beach the Lord's 
day was not a matter of necessity, and 
an inference is drawn that it is not sufficient 
excuse for doing work Sunday mat it is more 
convenient or profitable, if then done, than it 
would be to defer or omit it. It seems from 
this decision that all those works which are 
merely matters of conscience or profit must be 
eliminated from those acts which are morally 
at and proper to be done the Lord's day, in 
considering the question of necessity. 

It is clear that the purpose of the statute 
under consideration is to prohibit secular busi- 
nese the Lord's day. It is also evident that 
secular business cannot be lawiully transacted 
that day, although it may, in the judgment of 
the jury, be morally fit and proper to be done 
that day. The true distinction seems to be be- 
tween those special acts uf charity or necessity, 
to cover which the exception is incorporated in 
the statute, and the transaction of busi- 
ness indiscriminately with the public as 
on other days, to prevent which the law is en- 
acted. Thus it is beid that persons may law- 
fully minister to the sick Sunday. i have 
noticed that any apotnecary may lawfully com- 
pound prescriptions for a sick man, and thata 
barber may shave the head of a person suffer- 
ing from brain fever, and this may be done on 
the Lord's day; but it ems to me 
ing open a barber's shop on the Lord's day 
for general bus:ness exbibits exactly the con- 
ditions which the statute has been held to pro- 
bibit. It is claimed, however, by defendant's 
counsel, that shaving and haircutting are parts 
of the necessary observance of the Lord’s day, 
and that this necessity is so widespread that 
it ought to come under the exception and 
not the prohibition of the statute. It is 
then argued that what aman may do 
for himself on the Lord’s day be may do by an 
agent, but it seems that the argument is based 
upon a misapprehension of the principle 
which governs the two cases. There can, 
then, but one question remain: 
ecessity claimea exist? and judicial rulings 
have failed to affirmatively aaswer. it thus 
appears that the purpose of the statute which 
we are considering is to probibit on the Lord's 
day the ordinary vocations of other days.
